CAHI-IENGITA  - Medium  sized  flov;'er  of  a beautiful  light 
orange-salmon  hue  w-ith  buff  shading  on  the  lower  petals.  Long 
v/iry  stems. 

AURORA  - A large  flowering  yellow^  suffused  with  orange. 

CARRIE  3UDAU  - A lavender  pink,  a greo.t  improvement  over 
Gen.  Pershing,  larger  flow^ers  and  heavier  stem.s;  an  enormous 
grower  and  producer. 
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ILEiTA  - Deep  rosy  lavender  with  white  throat,  deep  ora.nge 
blotch  on  lower  petal  and  good  stiff  stem-s.  Flower  large  and 
very  a. t tractive. 

JUNE  MICHELS  SIT  - Large  flov/ering  deep  rose  pink  with 
light  blush  throa.t,  threelower  petals  are  veined  purplish  crimson 
with  a.  deep  yellow  blotch  on  center  petal.
